Revenge?

SAYS RANCHER WHO REFUSED 
TO SELL THEM FOOD. 


Claims Angry Men Took Rxplosive 
from His Stores and Placed It in 
Stump He Had Told Them He Was 
Going to Take Out—Badly Hurt, 
He Faints Three Times.

“Two men came to my place yes- 
terday afternoon,’’ said Willard. They 
accepted my hospitality.” They said 
they were hunters and had run out 
of provisions.

RAIDING ALLEGED “BLIND PIG” 
STARTS NEAR-RIOT. 


Howling Mob Dispersed by Cor 
per Accumulated for Evidence. 


Raid Yields Large Quantity of 
Liquor—Glavs Hurled. 


Armed with two beer bottles, Pa- 
troiman J. A. Phillips yesterday held 
at bay an infuriated mob of yelling 
and cursing Italians, who threatened 
his life because he led a raid upon an 
alleged “blind pig” at No. 553 Aliso 
street. 

While Phillips held off the crowd 
that menaced him, Patrolman Perry, 


in a hand-to-hand conflict inside the 
building with Francisco Ruiz, the pro- 
prietor. The Italian attempted to 
make his escape through a window 
aftex* hurling a heavy beer glass at the 
officer whose attention had been di- 


verted. 


Ruiz, who the police say has ‘be 

arrested and fined twice for conduct- 
ing a “blind pig” at No. 553 Aliso 
street, where he rune a large Italian 
boarding-house, was locked up on a 


ordinance. A large quantity of 
bottled beer and demijohns of cheap 
wine, confiscated in the raid, was 
turned over to the property clerk, 
marked as evidence and ordered held 
for production in court. 

Disguised as workingmen, their 
faces bjackened with coal dust, at- 
tired in overalls, Jumpers and soiled 
hats, Officers Phillips and Perry say 
they walked into Ruiz's establishment 
about 9 o’clock. 

“Give us a couple of bottles of beer,” 
ordered Phillips. 

“Sure thing,” Ruiz is said to have 
replied. n the bottles of beer 
were produced, two marked quarters 
were given in payment. Then Ruiz 
was arrested. The other customers 
fled and gave the alarm. In a few 
moments a mob of Italians gathered 
among them women with babies in 
thoir arms. 

When Phillips left the house to sum- 
mon the patrol wagon he was sét upon 
by several hundred men and women. 
One man, the tallest in the crowd, 
made a rush towards him. Officer 
Phillips, who carried two bottles of 
beer as evidence, hurled one of them 
at the Italian, driving him back. Twice 
more several men advanced towards 
him in a threatening manner, but he 
routed them with the bottles.

Dr. John Albert Eby of the First 

United Brethren Church. preached 
erday morning on “The Newest 
ing in Theology.” He said in part: 

"Truth has always remained the 
same. Men have changed. They have 
changed in their attitude to the truth* 
The present attitude of those inter- 
ested in theology is the newest thing 
and the only new thing in theological 
discussion. 

“It is true of any other science. 
The real science of medicine has al- 
ways been the same. But men have 
had many different attitudes toward 
that science. The same thing is true 
of law and all the long list of natural 
sciences. The newest thing in the- 
ology is therefore the attitude of men 
toward the great body of truth that 
we call theology for want of a better 
name. 

“What are those new attitudes” 
Well, first there is the position that 
nothing can harm the rea] truth. We 
all remember when we feared that 
criticism of scholars would destroy 
our Bible. No one fears that now. 
The Bible comes out of any just and 
fairminded test of criticism all the 
stronger and better understood. 

“Then the new attitude is never de- 
structive. It is never negative. it 
never destroys truth. It hunts it. It 
tries to find it and when it does find 
it the news is given to the world. It 
is not authority that we want today. 
We want explerers. We want pio- 
neers. We want searchers. Jesus 
Christ took fhe attitude of one who 
came not to destroy what had been 
given and accepted and proven true. 
But He came to fulfli it. He came 
to show the world how to obey t™® 
truth. Not how to teach it alone, but 
how to live it. That is, after all, the 
only convincing Christian evidence.

It should 
be the one great concern of the fath- 
ers of this republic to legislate in be- 
half of their sons. 

“Thank God for great fathers. They 
have been makers of history and 
makers of men. Isaac, Jocob, Joseph 
and Ephraim, each followed counsels 
of Ins wise father, and each became 
the father of noble sons. Hannibal 
never forgot the solemn oath of ven- 
geance against Rome, which he took 
kneeling with his father, Hamiicar, 
by Carthagenian altars. The fathers 
fight the nation’s battles, frame the 
nation’s laws, defend the nation’s 
homes and honor, and write the na- 
tion's literature.

Ill heaith not only temrts us con- 
stantly to fretfulness, selfishness and 
discontent, but gives us special op- 
portunities to develop patience, resig- 
nation and fortitude. 

“The business man has the best 
possible opportunity to become ac- 
quainted with ghe world and with hu- 
man nature, bit in that very knowl- 
edge lies his temptation to use it to 
exploit his fellows for his own selfish 
ends.

There is somewhere a great white 
throne. If it is not In the heavens: 
it is in our own hearts. Everywhere 
responsibility is the law of our life 
Every statute, every dramatic master- 
piece, every tick of the clock, pro- 
claim a judgment. Some of the judg- 
ment is here and now. It is a mistake 
to suppose that we will get it in bulk 
on some one great day, it comes in| 
installments. It keeps even pace with 
the operation of law. The legitimate 
consequences of our deeda, whether 
good or ill, these are the judgment. 
Every day is a judgment day. 

But there is also a future judgment; 
long lines of development come to a 
crisis. Jesus spoke in apocalyptic 
language. He told the story of the 
judgment in dramatic form. On the 
decisive day al! nations will be gath- 
ered before him. But when judg- 
ment is pronounced, on every hand 
the question rises, “When? When? 
When?’ The outstanding fact of the 
judgment day will be its surprises. 

It will be a disclosure of the things 
worth while. No matter our theories. 
The things which we live for show 
our sense of values. Many give them- 
selves to the attainment of riches. 
Others tive for pleasure. Selfish to 
the core, they spend their lives in a 
hunt after thrills. Position is the 
ambition of multitudes, position 
sought merely for itself. 

But the judgment day will show us 
that the things worth while are love, 
service, goodness. The crucial ques- 
tion will be, what we did for the hun- 
gry, the sick, the imprisoned. Not 
the correctness of our creed, but our 
ministry to human need, our effort 
for social justice-—-these are the pivots 
of the judgment. And if we have

It is the unguarded act which fre- 
veals character.

The offhand, habitual, unstudied deed 
shows what we are. And to reveal is 
to judge. The best part of a good 
man’s life is his nameless, unremem- 
bered acts of kindness and of love.

So to over- 
come evil, and to institute righteous- 
ness He,bore the abuses and strifes 
that sp from hatred for His 
cause. is bearing the stripes does 
not mean that the Lord bore our 
burdens so that we will have none to 
carry.. It means that the Lord bore 
them in such a way as-to show us 
how to beur them. 

“We cannot gain victory over evil 
in the world or in ourselves without 
battle and strifes. He bore the, 
rounds and carried the sorrows of 
the spiritual warrior, and He carried 
them on to the eternal victory of vir- 
tue that we might catch the inspira- 
tion of triumphant virtue and like- 
wise conquer.

“Children’s Rights,"’ was the theme 
of the sermon at the First Baptist 
Church by Dr. C. M. Carter, Sunday 
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of Children’s Day in the Sunday-school 
the’ previous hour.

“The child has a right to be well 
born, Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes 


of a child is 200 years before it Is 
born.’ On this point 
science perfectly agree. Right into 
the Ten Commandments comes the 
statement of holy writ; ‘visiting the in- 
iquity of the fathers upon the chil- 
dren unto the third and 
fourth generation.’

“The child has a right to a happy 
home. ‘Not only to a home, but to a 
happy home.

deadly to the child. A nagging father 
or mother develops a peace-hating 
child. ‘Nervousness’ on the part of « 
father or mother has a frightfully im- 


the child. Christianity should develop 
peace of soul, and nervousness among 
Christian people is to be counted a 
penalty of sinfulness to be escaped 
from at all cost. It is the supreme 
business of parents to develop lives, 
not make livings. 

“The child has a right to play. Jesus 
commended this. It is nature's 
method of developing the body and 
mind. Pitiful is the child deprived of 
this right. 

“The child has a right to be trained 
to work. More and more social life 
casts out non-producers. and honors 
the worker. Children trained to work 
rule the succeeding generation.

Our text ts a wonderfully con- 
Gorsed statement of the grace and 
power of the Lord operating in His 
church—His faithful footatep follow- 
ers. The more we ponder our text 
and its context, the more we must ad- 
mire the lengths, breadths, depths and 
heights of the Divine Power enlisted 
on our behalf, and admire also the 
faithfuiness and ability of the Apostle 
as the Divine mouthpiece. Tt is 
really too wonderful for the naturel 
man to believe that the grace of God 
could ever present before the Divine 
presence and glory, perfected, holy. 
faultiess, irrevocable, such imperfect, 
unworthy creatures as*we by nature 
are! Well did the poet express our 
sentiments in the words: “i'm a 
miracle of grace!” 

The Apostie is not speaking of a 
Power Divine working in the heart 
of a perfect man, feting him for glory, 
honor and immortality on the heaven- 
ly plane.

RECONCILIATION FIRST STEP. 
The great Apostie did not neglect 
to here reiterate the fact that before 
anything could be done by way of 
reconciling simners to God, a sacri- 
ficial work was necessary. The great 
Creator's sentence of death upon the 
race could neither be ignored by Him- 
self nor by any other. No reconcilia- 
tion to God could possibly be accom- 
plished which would bring the sin- 
ner back into full fellowship and the 
enjoyment of Divine favor and ever- 
lasting life, except as the penalty for 
original sin should be first met. So 
the Apostie reminds us that the One 
who is able te present us holy and

Let us pause here long enough to 
impress upon our minds this great 
Biblical fact, that it was the death of 
Jesua which secures for Father Adam 
(and Incidentally for all of his race 
condemned in him) a release from 
the death sentence which came upon 
him as a violator of the Divine Law. 
And let us mot forget that there is 
@n infinite difference between a death 
sentence which God did inflict and an 
eternal torment sentence which the 
creeds of the Dark Ages misled us into

It was because the sentence, “Dy- 
ing, thou shalt die.”" was pronounced 
against Father Adam that the death

Ah, no wonder if we are 
astonished at’ the wonderful - power 
and grace of God which this declara- 
tion reveals! 

The same pen explains 
eleewhere to us: “Ye are God's hus- 
bandry,” ye are God's workmanship. 
(I Corinthians 11:8.) Let us not 
lose sight of the thought that

God, their Creator. 

We say that these are works worthy 
of a Creator, and we are surprised 
that the Great Eternal should in any 
sehse of the word interest Himself 
and His great power in a transform- 
ing work in connection with our 
hearts and lives. Nevertheless, the 
more we consider it the more We are 
convinced that the creation of angels 
was a greater display of Divine 
power than the creation of the worlds. 
Likewise the creation of man in the 
image of God was a far greater crea- 
tion than that of the material unt- 
verse, because man was created in the 
image and likeness of His Creator— 
Adam was a miniature copy of God 
in the flesh. 

The divine intention respecting 
Adam and his race in general, the 
Bible assures us: is restitution—res- 
toration eventually to all that was 
enjoyed by our first parents in Eden 
and lost through disobedience—sin. 
The Heavenly Father has arranged 
that the sorrows and tears incidental 
to the reign of sin and death are not 
to be in vain. He purposed man’s, 
redemption and restoration from be- 
fore the foundation of a ¢ world-— 
foreknowing as He did ‘the course 
of Adam as e free agent, his dis- 
obedience and fall under the death 
penalty. 

Thus the Scriptures assure us that 
in the Divine purpose Jesus was “the | 
Lamb slain from before the founda- 
tien of the world.” And they assure 
us that the Lamb who was siain is 
ultimately te be given the dominion 
over the whole earth, and for a thou- 
sand years shall exercise a reign 0!

WE ARE GOD'S NEW CREATION.
